Expected Fight at Guantanamo 


May Be Decisive* 


AMERICANS WILL CLING TO THE 


ADVANTAGE THEY GAINED, 


Washington, June 17—Special—A decisive engagement 


is shortly expected at Guantanamo. The result will not be 
in doubt if Gen. Shelter's expedition arrives before the Span- 
iards have time to mass their 'troops for the attack upon 
Camp McCallu. As it is much anxiety is felt. The Spaniards 
are making every effort to concentrate their troops for an 
attack upon the devoted band of marines who new hold the 
heights overlooking Guantanamo. Several thousand men 
are already on the move, and may descend at any hour. 
The position occupied by Lieut. Huntington and his men is 
protected by the guns of the fleet, but this will not be 
suffic- 


ient to save them from expulsion unless they receive rein- 
forcements, which cannot be sent them until Shafter arrives 
When the struggle comes it will be one of the most desper- 
ate of the war, as the Spaniards are determined to drive the 
invaders from Cuban soil, while the Americans are equally 
determined to maintain their position. 


Deserters MayJBe Spies. 


Tampa, June 17—Special— Frequent desertions from the 


bpamsh ranks are now reported. 
These deserters all claim 


to have been half starved and ill treated, and give a deploi- 
able picture of the condition of affairs in the Spanish army in 
Cuba. These deserters are looked upon with suspicion by 
army officers here, and it is proposed to have them closely 
watched. 
While some of them ma> be truthful it is feared 


that others are merely spies or incendiaries, and will take the 
first opportunity that presents itself of conveying contraband 
information to Blanco, or attempt to blow up our magazines 
either on board the ships or in the military camps. They 
are kept under constant surveillance, and will receive scant 
mercy if caught in any overt act. 


The Cadiz Fleet. 


London, June 17—Special—It is suspected that the 


Cadiz fleet under Camera is in much better form than has 
been reported. 
The statements relative to the unseaworthi- 


ness of the ships may have been given out as a blind to da 
ceive the Americans-into the belief that they can be easilj 
captured, while in reality they are formidable and a danger 
ous foe to encounter. It is certain that the Madrid authori 
ties expect great things from this fleet. 


Gone to Meet Shafter. 


Kingston, Jamaica, June 17—Special—A dispatch boat 


from Sampson's fleet has gone to the Windward Passage to 
pilot Gen. Shatter's expedition to the vicinity ^of Santiago. 
Although the route of the troop ships was fully mapped out 
this step was taken to guard against any possible 'deuiati >n 
that would result in delay or in separating the ships 
from 


. each other. 
The fleet is expected to show itself any hour. 


Reinforcements For Shafter. 
Washington, June 17-—Special—It is expected in army 


circles that the four thousand men with which it has been de- 
cided to reinforce Shafter will be embarked within twenty- 
four hours. 
The decision to send them so soon is due to the 


fact that the Spaniard* have twelve thousand regulars and 
four thousand volunteers around Santiago.

In view of the fact that the United States now holds 


Manila, the chief port, euch a transfer would he impossible 
withouthe consent of this government. 
It would be unpre- 


cedented at any rate, and the United States would not be 
bound to respect the transaction.. Spain, beina now at war, 
is estopped under international law from selling any of her 
colonies that might be attacked by her adversary, and the 
rule applies with double force to provinces already captured 
or invaded by an enemy. 
If such transfers were permiss- 


able any nation getting the worst of a war in which it might 
be engaged could prottct itself from injuiy by transferring 
all its possessions to another nation temporarily until the 
danger had passed, 
The idea is looked upon as farcical by 


the best international lawyers here.

Battle At Manilla. 


New York, June 17—Special—A Hong Kong telegram 


to the Journal says the most important battle since Dewey 
annihilated the Spanish fleet has occurred at Manila. A 
thousand insurgents attacked the Spaniards, inflicting heavy 
loss and almost forcing an entrance to the city. The insurg- 
ents under Aguinaldo and American marines and sailors 
from Dewey's fleet completely surround the city. Foreign 
residents have fled to the ship. 
A Spanish spy attempted to 


poison Aguinaldo, but succeded only in making him very 
sick. He has completely recovered. 
The governor general 


is said to be willing to surrender to prevent massacre. 
All 


women, children and priests have been placed in the forts for 
safety. 
Two thousand prisoners, including several officers 


and governors, have been taken. The garrison at old Cavite 
has surrendered. 
All interior sources of supply are cut off 


from the Spanish forces in Manila. 


Dewey Makes Report. 


Washington, June 17—Special—The following was re- 


ceived from Dewey this morning: Little change in the situa- 
tion since last telegram. 
Insurgents continue hostilities, and 


have practically surrounded 
Manila. They have taken 


twenty-five hundred prisoners, whom they treat most hu- 
manely, They do not intend to attack the city at present. 
Twelve merchant vessels are anchored in the harbor 
with 


refugees on board under guard of neutral men of war, This is 
with my permission. 
The health of the squadron continues 


excellent.

heated apartment, with gas range and 
hot water furnished, and keep houso ns 
cheaply as they could board and bo far 
moro comfortable.
